$M Peace and Happineſs of any State or Kingdom, cannot be 
Preſerved, where the Laws, Liberties, and Cuſtoms eftabli- 
= hed; by the Lawful, Authority in it, are openly Trandgreſ- 
ſed and Annulled : More eſpecially where the Alteration of: Re- 
ligion is! endeavoured,] and that a Relegion which is coutrary to 
Law is ,endeavoinred to be introduced: Upon which thoſe who 
are moſt _-irmmcdiately concerned: in it, ate indiſpenſably bound 
to. endeavour to preſerve and maintain the cfiabliſked Laws, Lt 
bertiss,: and'. Cuſtoms'3; , and above 3H, .:tbe Religion'tand Wor- 
ſhip ot God that. is: eftabliſhed amoiig. them'3 and 'to take tuch 
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[ is: both certain, and evident to-all Men, that the Publick 
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an effeQual care, that the Inhabitants of the faid Stakes | 1 


dom, - may neither be deprived of their Religion, of” 
cheir Civil Rights. Which is ſo much the more neceſſary, be- 
cauſe the Greatneſs and Security, both 'of Kings, -Royal Fami- 
lies, and of all ſuch as are in Authority, as well as the Hap- 
pineſs of their Subjects and ' People, depend. in a moſt eſpe- 
cial manner, upon the exact Ovſervation and Maintenance of theſe 
their Laws, Liberties, and Cuſtoms. p od 
Upon thele-Grounds it is, that we cannot any. longer forhear 
to declare, That to our great regret, we ſee that thoſe Coun- 
ſellors who have -now - the - chief Credit with the King, have 
overturned the Religion, Laws, and Liberties of thoſe Realms ; 
and ſubje&ted them in all Things relating to their Conſciences, 
Liberties and Properties, to Arbitrary' Goyernmentz and that 
not 'only by ſecret and indire&: ways, 'but/in; an opeg and'undiſ- . 
guiſed manner. | 
Thoſe Evil Counſellors, for the. advancing.and colouring this 
with ſome plauſible Pretexts, did invent and ſet on foot the 
King's Difpenſing Power, by Virtue of which they pretend, that 
 according.to Law, he can Saſpend and- Diſpenſs with the Execu- © 
tlon of the Laws, that have been enacted by the Authority of 
the King and Parliament, for the Security and Happineſs of 
the Subject, . and ſo have- tendred thoſe Laws .of 'no. effec: 
Though there . is nothing more certain, . than that as no Laws 
cani be made, but-by the joint concurrence of Kipg and Parlia- 
ment ; ſo likewiſe Laws \ſo enacted, . which' ſecare [the Pablick 
Peace ,and. Safety. of the Nation, and the 'Lives and Liberties of 
epery Subje& in it, cannot be repealed or ſuſpended butby the ſame

For though the King may: pardor+ the - Puniſhment that-; a

* Thoſe: Evil Counſellozs, in order to the giving ſome credit 
to this ſirange and execrable Maxim, have {o tonducted the 
Matter, that they have obtained a Sentence from the Judges, 
declaring that. this Diſpenſing Power is a Right belonging to 
the Crown, as if it were in the Power of the Twelve Judges 
to offer up the Laws, Rights and Liberties of the whole Na- 
tion, to the King, to. be diſpoſed -of by him Arbitrarily and - 
at his Pleaſure, and expreſly contrary. to Laws enacted - for 
the Security of the Subjects, ln order to the obtaining this 
Judgment, thoſe Evil Counſellors did before-hand examine ſe- 
cretly the Opinion of the Judges, and precured ſuch of them 
as, could not. in Conſcience concur in>ſo pernicious a Sentence, 
to be turned, out, -and others to be ſubſtitute. in their Rooms, till 
by - the Changes which were made -in the Courts of Judicature, 
they at lait- obtained that Judgment. And they have- raiſed 
ſome to thoſe Truſts, who made open Profeſſion of the Popiſh 
Religion, though thoſe axe by Law rendred incapable of all ſuch 
Employments; | | 
It is alſo manifeſt and notorious, that as his Majeſty was, up- 
on his coming to the Grown, received and acknowledged by 
all the Subjects of. England, Scotland, and Ireland, as their King, 
without the Jeaſt Oppolition, though he made then open pro- 
| felfion of the Popith Religion ; ſo he did then promiſe, - and fo- 
lemnly- ſwear, at his Coronation, That he would maintain his 
Subjects in the free Enjoiment of their Laws and Liberties 3 _ 
and in particular, that he - would maintain; the Church of Eng- 
land. as it-was eſtabliſhed by Law + It is likewiſe certain, that 
there have. beet, at divers and ſundry times, ſeveral Laws en- 
aGed* for the Preſervation of thoſe Rights, and Liberties, and 
of the' Proteſtant Religion : And among other Securities, it has 
been enacted that all Perſons. whatſoever, that are advanced to 
-any Eccleliafiical Dignity, or to bear Office in either Uniyerfi-. 
fy, as likewiſe all other,. that ſhould- be put in any Imploi- 
ment, Civil or Military; ſhould -declare that they were not Pa- 
piſts, but were of the Proteſtant Religion, and that, by their 
taking of the Oaths of Allegiance, and Supremacy, and- the 
Tie, yet thete'Evil Counſellors have in effect annulled and abo- 
l:ihed all thoſe Laws, ®Þoth with relation to Eccleſtaftical and Civil 


Emploiments. - 
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* In order to Ecclcliaftical Dignities qnd Cihees, they have 
not only, without any colour of Law, but againſt moſt: ex. 
pres Laws to the contrary, ſet np a Commiſhon of acertain 
Number of Perſons, to whom: they have committed the Cog- 
nizance and Direction of all Eccleftaftical Matters : In the 
-which Commitfion there has been, and fill is, one of his Ma- 
jelty's Miniſters of State, who makes now publick Profeflion of 
the Popiſh Religion, and who at the tim of his firſt profeſſing 
it, declared, That for a great while before, he had believed 


that to be- the only true Religion. By all this, the deplorable 


State to which the Proteftane Religion is reduced is apparent, 
{ince the: Afﬀairs of the Church of England, are now put into 
the Hands of Perſons, who have accepted of a Commiltion 
that is manifeſtly Illegal 3 and who have executed it contrary to 
all Law 3 and that now one of their chief Members has abjured 
the Proteſtam Religion, and declared himſelf a Papif, by which 
he is become incapable of holding any Publick Employment. The 
faid Commiſſioners have hitherto given ſuch Proof of their 
Submiffion to the Directions given them, that there is no rea- 
fon to doubt but they will ſtill continue to promote all ſich 


Deligns as will be moſt agreeable to them. And thoſe evil 
 Counſellours take cate, to raiſe none to any Eccleſiaſtical Digni- 


ties, but Perſons that have no Zeal for the Proteſtant Religion, 


_ and that now hide their unconcernednels for it, under the ſpe- 


ious Pretence of Afoderation. The faid Commiſſioners have 
fufpended the Biſhop of London, only becauſe he refuſed to 0- 


bey an Order that was fent him to ſuſpend a Worthy Divine, - 


without ſo much as citing him before him, to make his own: 
Defence; or obſerving the common Forms of Proceſs, * They 
kave turned -out a Prefident, chofen by the Fellows of Magda- 
ten Collede, ard afterwards all "the Fellows of that Colledg, 
without {o' much as citing them before any *Court that ' could: 
take legal Cognizance of that Affair, or obtaining -any Sentence 
apainſt them by a.competent Judg. And the only Reaſon that 
was given for turning, them out, was, their reſaſmg to chuſe 
for trzewr Preffdent, a Perſon that was recommended to them. 
by the Hſtigation of thoſe "evil Counſelloyrs ; Though the 
right of a free EleQion belonged. undoubtedly to them. Bur: 
they were turned out of their Freeholds contrary to Law, and - 


to- that expreſs Proviſion in Magna Charta, That no Man ſhalt 
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lofe Life or Goods, 'but by thi;Eaw of the Land. And.now:thett 
evil Counſellors: have put the; faid Colledg wholly into the 
Hands of Papiſts3. though; 2s is ;above-faid, they are incapa- 

- ble of all ſuch{1mploiments, both by. the Law of the Land, and 
the Statutes: of the Colledg. - Theſe Commilhonexs have alfo 
cited before them all the Chancellors aud Arch-Deacons of - Eng- 
lard, xequiring them- t6 certify. to them the Names of all ſuch 

- Clergy-men as have read the King's Declaration. for Liberty of 
Conſcience, and of ſuch as have not read it 3 without conſider- 
\ing that the reading of it, was' not enjoined the Clergy, by the-. 
Biſhops who are their Ordinaries. The Illegality and Income 
petency of the ſaid Court of the! ; Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſioners, 
was fo notoriouſly known, and it did. fo evidently appear. that 
it tended to the Subverſion: of the Proteſtant; Religion, that. the 
moſt Reverend Father in God, Wilkam Arch-Biſhop of Canter- 
bury; Primate and Metropolitan: bf all England, ſeeing that it - 
was raiſed for no other end, -but to. oppreſs ſuch Perſons as 
were of eminent Virtue, Learning, and Piety,:refuſed. to fit or

And though there are many expreſs Laws againſt all Chur-

" alſo againſt all Monaſteries and Convents, and more particu- 
larly., againſt the Order of the Jeſuits':.;yet+ thoſe ;evil ,Coun- 

_ fellors have procured: Orders for: the-building ..of ſeveral x 
ches and, Chappels, fox:che Exerciſe of that Religion.-, They 
have alſo procured divers. Monaſtexies to be erected 3 ..and ;iv- 
contempt, of the Law- they have not oniy ſet. up ſeveral ,Col- 
ledges of ;Jeſuits, in  fivers places, . for the cormpting , of the 
Youth,; but;have. raiſe up, one of ; the Order, to be a Privy 
Counſellor, and \a Miniſter of -State. - By all which.they da_evi-- 
dently, ſhews ' that: they are reſtrained by .no Rules or. Law 
whatloever, but, that they have ſubjeed the Honours and 
Eftates of thei SubjeRs, and the Eſtabliſh'd Religion, to.a De- 
{potick Power, and to Arbitrary. Government. 3. In all. which. 
they. are {eryed-and' ſeconded by. thoſe \Evclelraltigal, Commiſſig-

means, having rendred themſelves Maſters both of the Aﬀaig 
of the Church, of the Government of the Nation, and of the 
courſe of Juſtice; and ſubje&ted them all to'a Defpotick and 
Arbitrary Power,' they -might be in a Capacity to maintain and 
execute' their wicked Defigns by the aſliſtance of the Army, and 
thereby to enſlave the Nation. 

'. Fhe diſmal Effects of this Subverſion of the eſtabliſhed Re. 
ligion, Laws and Liberties in England, appear more evident tb 
us, by what we' fee done in Ireland: Where the whole GOo- 
verniment is put into the Hands of Papiſts, ' and where all the 
Proteſtant Inhabitants are under the daily Fears of what may 
be jufily apprehended from the Arbitrary Power which is ſe 
up there; which has made great numbers of them leave that 
-Kingdom, and abandon their Eſtates in it, remembring well 
_ - that cruel and bloody Maſſacre-which tell out in that Iſland in the 
 Veat 1641, © ct ig HF eat | Eg 
' \Thoſe evil Counſtllours have alſo prevailed with the King 
to declare in Scotland, that he is clothed with Abſolute Power, 
 and' that all the Subjects are bound to obey him without Reſerve : 
upon which he has aſſumed; an Arbitrary Power, both over the 


Religion ya Laws of that Kingdom, fron all which it is appa- 


rent what” is to-be -looked for in England, as {oon as matters are 
duly prepared for it. 

Thoſe great ahd infufferable Oppreſſions, and the open Con- 
tempt of all Law, together with the Appreheniions of the fad 
Conſequences that mult certainly follow upon \it, have put the 
Subjects -under great' and” juſt Fears, and- have ' made them look 
zkter/ fuch lawful Remedies as are allowed of in all Nations; 
yet all has been without Effet. And thoſe evil Counfelfours 
have endeavoured to: make all Men apprehend the Loſs of their 
Lives,': Liberties, Honours, and Eſtates, if they ſhould go 
about £o preſerve' 'themſelves from this Oppretiion by Peti- 


tions; "Repreſentations , or other means authoriſed by Law.” 


Thus did they proceed with the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbwy, 
and' the orher Biſhops, who having offer'd a moſt humble Pe- 
cition' to the King, \in -terms full of Reſpect, and not exceeding 
che number fimitted by Law, in which they fer forth itt ſhort: 
che Reaſons for which they- could not obey that Order, which, 
by the Inftigation of - thoſe evil ConnleYors; was font them, 


requiring them to appoint. their Clergy "to read in their _ 


Churches 
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Churches the Declaration for Liberty of Conſcience, were ſent 
to Priſon, and afterwards brought - to a Trial, as if they had 
been guilty of ſome Enormous Crime. They were not only ob- 
liged to defend themſelves in that purſuit, but to appear before 


© profeſſed Papiits, who had not taken the Tet, and by Conſe- 


quence were Men whoſe Intereſt led them to condemn them ; 
and the Judges that gave their Opinion in their Favours were 
thereupon turned out.” | | | 

And yet it cannot be pretended, that auy Kings, how great 
foeyer their Power has been, and how Arbitrary and Dcſpo- 
tick ſoever they have bcen in the exerciſe of it, have ever 
reckoned a Crime for their Subjets to come in all Submiſlion 
and Reſpect, and in a due Number, not exceeding the Limits of 
the Law, and repreſent tothem the Reaſons that made it im- 
poſlible for them to obey their Orders. Thoſe Evil Counſellors 
have alſo treated a Peer of the Realm as a Criminal, only be- 
cauſe he ſaid that the Subjects were not bound to obey the 
Orders of a Popiſh Juſtice of Peace 3 tho it is evident, that they 
being by Law rendred incapable of all ſuch Truſts, no regard 
is due to their Orders. This being the Security whiclr the

and Eſtates, that they are not to be ſubje&ted to the Arbitrary 


Proceedings of Papiſts that are contrary to Law, put into any 


Employments Civil or Military. - 

Both We our ſelves, and our Deareſt and moſt Entirely Be» 
loved Conſort, the Princeſs, have endeavoured to ſignify in 
Terms full of Reſpect. to the King, the juſt and deep Regret 
which all theſe Proceedings have given us :- and in Compliance 
with his Majeſty's Deſires ſignified to us, We declared, both 
by word of Mouth to his Envoy, and in writing, what our 
Thoughts were touching the Repealing of the Teſ# and Penal 
Laws; which we did in ſuch'amanner, that we hoped we had 
propoſed an Expedient, by which the Peace of thoſe Kingdoms, 
and a happy Agreement among the Subjects of all Perſwaſions 
might have been ſettled ; but thoſe Evil Counſellors have put 
ſach ill Conſtruftiofis on theſe our good Intentions, that they - 
have endeayoured to alienate the King more and more from 
Us ; as if We had deſigned to diſturb the Quiet and Happi-

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The laſt and great Remedy for all thofe Evils, is the caling 
of. a Parliament, for ſecuring the Nation againſt the evil 
Practices of thoſe wicked Counſellors ; but this could not be 
yet compalled, nor can it eaſily be brought about. © For thoſe 
Men apprebending that a lawtul Parliament being once aſſem- 
bled, they would be brought to an account for all their open 
Violations of Law, and for their Plots and Confpiracies. a- 
gainſt the Proteſtant Religion, and the Lives and Liberties of 
the Subjects, they have endeavoured under the ſpecious Pre- 
rence of Liberty of Conſcience, firſt to ſow Divitons among; 
Proteſtants, between thoſe of the Church of Ezgland and the 
' Diſſenters: The Deſign being laid to engage Proteſtants 
that are all equally concerned to preſerve themſelves from - 
Popiſh Oppreſlion, into mutual Quarellings ; that ſo by theſe, 
ſome Advantages might be given to them to bring about their 
Deſigns; and that both in the Election of the Members of 
Parliament, and afterwards in the Parliament it ſelf. For 
they ſee well that if all Proteſtants could enter into a mutual 
good Underſtanding one with another, and concur together, 
1n the preſcrving of their Religion, it would not be poſlible 
for them to compaſs their wicked Ends. They have alſo re- 
quired all Perſons in the ſeveral Counties of England, that 
either were in any Imployment, or were in any conſiderable 
Eſteem, to declare before-hand, that they would concur in 
the Repeal of the Teſt and Penal Laws, and that they would 
give their Voices.in- the Elections to Parliament only for ſuck 
as would concut in it :. Such as would not thus preingage 
themſelves, were turned out of all Imployments, and others 
who entred into thoſe Engagements were put into their 
Places, many of them-being Papiſts. And, contrary to the 
Charters and. Priviledges of thoſe Buroughs that have a Right 
to ſend Burgeſſes to Parliament, they have ordered ſuch Re- 
gulations to be made, as chey thought -fit and neceſſary, for 
alluring themſelves of all the Members that are to be choſen 
by thoſe Corporations ; and by this means they hope to avoid 
that Puniſhment-which they haye deſerved, tho it is apparent; 
that all Acts made by Popiſh Magiſtrates are null and void, of 
themfelves ; ſo that no Parliament: can be lawful, for which 
the Elections and Returns are made by Popiſh: Sheriffs and 
Mayors of Towns ; and. therefore, as long as the — | 
* an 
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and Magiſtracy is in ſuch hands, it is impoſlible to have any 
lawful Parliament. And tho according to the-Conſtitution of 
the Engliſh Government and immemorial Cutoni, all Eleftions 
of Parliament-Men ought to. be made with an entire Liberty, 
without any ſort of Force, or the requirieg the £i:tors to 
chuſe fuch Perſons as ſhall be named to them ; and the Perſons 
_ thus freely elected, ought to give their Opinions frecly upon 
all matters that are brought before them, having the Good of 
the Nation ever before their Eyes, and following in all things 
the Dictates of their Conſciences, yet now the People of 
England cannot expe&t a Remedy from a free Parliament le- 
gally called and choſen : Btt they may perhaps ſee one called, 
in which all Eleftions will be carried by Fraud or Force, and 
which will be compoſed of ſuch Perſons, of whom thoſe Evil 
Counſellors hold themſelves well aſſured, in which all things 
will be carried on according to their Direction and Intereſt, 
without any regard to the Good or Happineſs of the Nation. 
Which may appear evidently from this, that the ſame Perſons 
tried the Members of the laſt Parliament, to gain them to con- 
ſent to the Repeal of the Tef and Penal Laws, and procured 
that Parlirment to be diſſolved when: they found that they 
could not, neither by Promiſes nor Threatnings, prevail with 
the Members to comply with their wicked Deſigns. 

But to crown all, There are great and violent Preſumptions,

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the Princeſs, ard likewiſe We our Selves have -fo' great an 
Intereſt in this Matter, , and: ſuch a Right as.all the World 
knows to the Succeſlion to; the Crown: : Since alfo the Engliſb 
did in the Year 1672, when the States General of the United 
Provinces were invaded in a moſt unjuſt War, uſe their ut- 
termoſt Endeayours to put an end to that War, and that in 
oppoſition to thoſe who were then in the Government ; and 
by their ſo doing they run the hazard of loſing both the Fa-

And We being deſirous that our Intentions in 
this may be rightly underſtood, have for this end prepared this 
Declaration, in which as We have hitherto given a true Account 
of the Reaſons inducing us toitz ſo we now think fit:to.de-
